.“Tins lake is almost as grand as the 
ocean, and one feels an uprising of the 
soul when standing on its shores, and gaz¬ 
ing out on its tossing billows. In addi¬ 
tion to its vast extent, the grandeur of its 
scenery and the immense mineral wealth 
ofits shores.there area thousand incidents 
connected with its history which awaken 
emotions in the breast of the traveler as 
he looks for the first time over its cold, 
blue waters. It is three hundred and eigh¬ 
ty miles long, one hundred and forty wide, 
eighteen hundred in circumference, fol¬ 
lowing the coast line, which is deeply in¬ 
dented with bays and gulfs. Its surface 
is six hundred and twenty seven feet' 
above the surfiice of the sea, and its great¬ 
est depth near one thousand. Its waters 
arc icy cold, ranging even in summer, 
from *37 to 40 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
are filled with the best fish. The under¬ 
laying rocks are of a primitive character. 
Parallel trappean ranges, metalliferous to 
a greater or less extent, and varying in 
age, height, and distance, cross the coun¬ 
try in a south west and north east direc- 
tion.

A Drugged Couimunity. 

So common have frauds in trade, by 
adulteration of cheap with dear substan¬ 
ces become, that one scarcely feels safe 
now-a-day8 in trusting to anything save 
his own close ex .urinations and even 
chemical test of articles of family consump¬ 
tion. It was not so when old fashioned 
honesty was not accounted stupidity— 
when a man was content to earn a respec¬ 
table living for himself and family, and 
did Hot set upthis contemporaneously with 
his grocery shop—when his sons chopped 
his wood and wore homespun, and his 
daughters cooked his breakfast before 
they went to the district school—when 
swindling was accounted crime, and cheat¬ 
ing retained its dictionary definition. 

A man must grow rich now with a rush. 
His sons, as soon as they shed their pet¬ 
ticoats, must sport gold watches and dia¬ 
mond rings and his daughters leave off 
long pantaletts for long Cashmere shawls 
and rosewood pianos. He can’t find God 
in the old wooden church or the village 
school house ; and we doubt if God can 
find him in the dim light of richly stained 
glass and velvet curtains, hid beneath the 
mass of pride, and vanity, and avarice 
that is enclosed within the frescoed walls 
■churches we 
takes a “power 
__ money” far a poor man to ape with a 
moderate deyree of success a millionaire, 
and honest trade is too slow a process of 
becoming a tabob. 

Last week we gave an article on the 
adulteration of cream tartar. This article 
which is an ingredient in food, is used 
by almost every family in the land, was 
shown by a test of six lots from different 
shops, to be composed of forty-three to 
sixty-two parts in the hundred of foreign 
an mostly deleterious matter, among 
which was fine white sand and pumise.— 
The adulteration of medicines both by the 
importer and retailer, has become so com¬ 
mon that physicians have to use the great¬ 
est care in getting pure articles. Many 
articles are very expensive, and adultera¬ 
tion is both 4 iusy and profitable. Quip- 
ijc, for exaiuipie, which is worth from 
three to four dollars an ounce,is sometimes 
so weakened that a common dose in fe¬ 
ver has no more effect upon the patient 
than would so much flour. It is, said 
that many articles of the materia raedica 
which were once highly estimated, have 
fallen into disrepute, from this species ol 
dishonesty. Not long since, an immense 
quantity of Peruvian bark was condemn¬ 
ed at New York on the attempt of the 
importer to pass it through the Custom 
House. 

But the cEShpest and most common ar¬ 
ticles of daily food and family economy, 
are constantly adulterated. Damaged 
wheat is ground with white corn to make j 
the flour look white. Potash is put into 
sour molassess to restore its sweetness.— 
Pumice stone or other heavy substance is 
ground into powdered sugar ; if you don’t 
believe it, test your next purchase by no¬ 
ticing how much of a spoonful is leftindis-. 
soluble in the bottom of a tumbler. Half 
the candles sold in market for New Bed¬ 
ford sperm, are mixed with hardened tal¬ 
low. 

Nine tenths of all the ground coffee 
sold never was born of a coffee-blossom, 
and will blossom you for the grave, if you 
drink it. Whitened whale oil is constant¬ 
ly sold for a dollar and a half a gallon, 
the price of pure sperm. And when cheat¬ 
ing in weight is added to cheating in quali¬ 
ty and by adulteration, the poor working 
man who earns only a dollar a day, has a 
remarkably 6lim chance of getting rich.— 
Xwpnty-five per cent loss on his wood and 
coal, and half that amount on his grocer- 

*-**at him si own to a pretty low figure 

k illy when his wife and children 
are so liable to get sick on chalked milk 
and bread made with sanded cream 'tar¬ 
tar—and kept sick on adulterated medi¬ 
cines. 

An incident occurred last week, which 
illustrates this recklessness in trade. A 
spirited horse ran away with a carriage 
which were a lady and two children. In 
her endeavors to stop the horse, the bit 
was broken, leaving him completely un¬ 
manageable. The occupants were saved, 
but it was discovered that some cheating 
tradesman had risked these three lives by 
selling a cast iron hit, on which he made 
fifty cents.

Receipts. 

To Clean Kid Gloves of any Color.— 
Take white soap and make a very thick 
lather with a soft brush, such as gentle¬ 
men use in shaving, and put the glove up-

it is dry. Repeat the process until the 
glove is clean, being careful that it is done 
so quickly as not to saturate the kid, and 
it will look as nice as new.

Paste that is Paste. —Dissolve an ounce 
of alum in a quart of warm water ; when 
cold add as much floor as will make it 
the consistency of cream ; then strew in¬ 
to it as much powdered rosin as will stand 
on a shilling, and two or three cloves ; 
boil it to a consistence, stirring all the 
time. It will keep for a year, and when 
dry may be softened by water. 

To remove Ink from Cotton or Linen. 
Dip the spotted part of’the linen into mel¬ 
ted tallow, wash out, and the spots will 
disappear and leave the linen as white 
and pure as before it was soiled.
